There Is a strong possibility that the 
McGlll. gymnasium, whloh. along with 
rthe campus statue has in recent years 
been a stock topic of undergraduate 
humor -may be an actual building by 
the time that students now entering 
, this university as freshmen have walk- 
ed out 'of convocation as graduates. 

Five years from today a group of 
buildings • including a gymnasium, 
swimming' pool, a large convocation 
hall which could be converted in 24 
hours Into a, hockey rink, and an ad- 
ministration building to house various 
undergraduate activités, may front on 
Pine Avenue directly south of the Mol- 
son Stadium If plans projected by a 
committee of the Graduates Society 
reach their culmination. ■ - 

Committee Formed 

During the summer a committee was 
formed by the McGlll Graduates 
Society to look into the question of a 
gymnasium from every angle. Headed 
•by H. M. Jaquays, President of the 
Society the committee has already 
maae definite progress In their work 
of Investigation. Recently, approval by 
the Council of a grant of land to the 
university, which would complete the 
amount of ground needed for the plan 
proposed has given the committee de- 
finite assurance that a suitable location 

able that the erection of the gym 
within the next five years will take 
place, it Is only fair to point out that 
this move Involves as yet no campaign 
for funds; Expenses of the investigation 
ng financed by a small disburse, 
from the Graduates Endow- 
,,'ment Fund, but it is unllkel/that an 
active campaign for funds for the 
gymnasium will take place before con- 
ditions are deemed suitable, which may 
! riot be for another two years. 

In connection with the building it- 
self, as soon as the preliminary 
groundwork has been thoroughly cov- 
ered by the committee, which should be 
in some months time, a competition 
among McGill graduate architects will 
be held for the best design for the pro- 
Udlngs. No definite plans in 
iion however have as yet 
been made. 

Long-Distance Objective

it is definitely a long-distance objec- 
tive which the Graduates' Society have

Meal Tickets . and Service 
Dinner Among New 
Features Projected 

BUILDING IMPROVED 



Changes Provide Better Ac- 
commodation For Annual 
And Book Exchange 

A new management for the cafe- 
teria, some structural alterations and 
a good deal of redecoration are. among 
the improvements which liave taken 
place In tne Union during the sum- 
mer months. An active year is fore- 
cast by the executive, who plan, among 
other things, a number of informais 
and jazz ' teas. 

The cafeteria, after three years 
under the management of Cordncr's 
Ltd., has been handed over to Mr. 
Ahnert who has made a name for him- 
self as caterer to the M.A.AA. as well 
as to several other clubs and small 
bodies. Already the, new manager has 
proposed a number of improvements 
which ne Intends to carry out. 

Meal Tickets - 

Chief among these will be the sale 
of meal tickets, the purchase of which 
will effect a ten per cent saving in the 
cost of • meals purchased. This will 
only apply to students who eat all 
three meals at the cafeteria as an 
equal number , of breakfasts, lunches 
and dinners will have to be purchased 
under the terms of the ticket. Ordin- 
ary meals will sell, at tne price of 30 
cents for breakfast, 35 cents for lunch 
and 40 cents for dinner. Dinner will 
be made a service meal in" place of 
the old cafeteria system although' it 
has been found impossible to extend 
this service to the other meals. 

Considerable changes have been ef- 
fected in the basement during the sum- 
mer under the direction of Bert Yates. 
The book-exchange will be found in 
Its old place in the Annual Room 
whllo the annual has moved across 
the hall. A new passage has been' cut 
Into the Dally editorial offices from' 
the passage. ..«..- 

Stairs Repainted 

Apart form this ' the stairs have 
been repainted throughout and some 
of the walls and ceilings have been 
treated in a llko manner. The land- 
ing on the second floor and the floors 
of the billiard rooms have been re- 
varnished as well as the floors in the 
basement.

Announced hy Sir Arthur Currie at 
a special meeting of the Board of 
Governors on April 19th, 1932, the 
plans for the establishment of a 
Neurological Institute at McGill are 
now definitely under way. The"plans 
have been drawn up by the architects, 
and construction is expected to be 
under way before winter. 

This Is as a result of the decision of 
the Rockefeller Institute, In ofTerlng 
McGill $1,232,652, to select Dr. Pen- 
field as ' the outstanding leader to 
direct the Institute and McGill Uni- 
versity and Montreal as the correct 
location. 

McGill Signalized 
In a year of great depression, the 
Rockefeller Foundation, which inter- 
ests itself In medical affairs through- 
out the world, has signalized McGill 
by giving it the only grant of any 
magnitude which It intends to offer 
this year. 

The Institute will provide facilities 
which will enhance the reputation and 
usefulness, not only of McGill, but 
of all the Medical Institutions and 
hospitals in the city of Montreal. In- 
stead of going abroad for treatment, 
Canadian people will be able to re- 
main in Montreal. Also patients and 
students are expected to be attracted 
from throughout the United. States 
and the rest of the world. 

Will Be Unsurpassed 
The authorities state that the Neuro- 
logical Institute will not be surpassed 
anywhere In the world and that It 
will be of untold us* for the care 
of the most delicate and most mis- 
understood of all afflictions. 

Neurology entails the management 
and treatment of all forms of diseases 
of the nervous system. This includes 
injuries to the head and neck, injur- 
ies to the skull, etc.,, diseases of the 
brain, diseases of the spinal cord, the 
peripheral and sympathetic nervous 
systems throughout the body. 
Development Recent 
Until recently, when two specialists, 
Dr. Colin Russel'bf the Royal Victoria, 
and Dr. F. H. MacKay of the Mont- 
real General' were appointed clinical 
professor'smttle had been done in 
the study >oT ; neurology. Five years, 
ago Dr. E. yj. Archibald, Professor of 
Surgery «rmdertook to form a Depart- 
ment and through his efforts Dr. 
Wilder Penfield, one of the leading 
neurological specialists of America, was 
brought to McGill. 

The profession In Montreal soon. 
recognlzed < the présence of "an out- 
standing man In the field and wit- 
nessed an outstanding change in the 
character of the work to all concern- 
ed. Through the aid of friends of 
the University the services of Dr. W. 
V. Cone were procured as assistant 
to Dr. Penfield for five years. Head- 
ed by Dr. Penfield there are now 
seven experts in the, Department while 
there are nine doctors doing full time 
research in the Department labora- 
tories. 

The growth of operative work Is in- 
dicated by the fact that during; the, 
first year of Dr. Penfield's association 
with the University he had performed 
50, and last year nearly 350, opera- 
tions. At the Royal Victoria Hospital 
the operations for diseases of the 
nervous system stand third on ' the 
list.

Cincinnati,— (IP)— to' good . times, 
when big business went about seeking 
technicians and complained that col- 
leges and universities turned out too 
few of them, technical courses became 
the "rage" in the institutions of higher 
learning throughout the land. Profes- 
sors of English, Philosophy and the 
other arts ' who presumed to complain 
were laughed down. They had nothing 
more to do but act as voices crying in 
the wilderness. 

Now, thinks Dr. Raymond Walters, 
former dean of Swarthmore College, 
this year beginning his first term as 
president of the University 'of Cincin- 
nati, depression will start colleges 
again teaching students how to oc- 
cupy their v idle time, of which they 
will have plenty in the- next few years. 
Functions of University 
"The first, function of a university," 
he admits, "is' to prepare students for 
the work of life. A second function of 
higher education is training for' the 
leisure of life. * 

"Perhaps tho greatest problem fac- 
ing' our economic system today and in 
the next' quarter -of a century is that 
of enforced leisure arid unemployment. 
"Our economic system Is on trial, just 
as every preceding system was on trial. 
Its problems cannot be solved with a 
Pollyanna recipe that all things will 
work out well if siriiply given time. I 
would suggest for. this problem of en- 
forced idleness a definite program of 
intellectual work. 

"Reading should be regarded as a 
game, and writing can be done if one 
feels iikè ; it. Many persons are turning 
to writing, and one authentic sign of a 
nation's becoming intellectual -is -a' 
luxuriant crop of amateur writers."
